Mr.. St. Laurent’s statement on this

CANASTA 


New Rules 
Put Limit-On 
Wild Cards 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


One of the important changes in 
the new code of laws governs the 
number of wild cards you are al- 
lowed to have- in a canasta. In the 
old days you. could add as many 
wild cards as you liked to a com- 
pleted canasta. 

Under the new code you may 
never have: more than three wild 
cards in any canasta. There is, 
however, no limit on ‘the number 
of natural cards in a canasta. 

For example, suppose you pvt 
down four kings and three deuceées 
in a meld, thus completing a ca- 
nasta. You may add as many kings 
as you like to that meld (then or 
later)—-but you never add &nother 
deuce or joker to that meld. 

What happens if a player tries 
to add a wild card to a closed 
canasta? How does anybody knaw 
how many wild cards there were 
in the canasta? Under the new 
laws, any player may open the 
canasta up at such a time to make 
sure that it doesn’t acquire a fourth 
wild card by mistake. 

What happens if a player does 
try te put a fourth wild card in a 
canasta? If anybody notices it -in 

* time, he ‘may ask to have the ¢a- 
nasta opened up. Then the three 
wild cards already in the canasta 
will be seen. The offender’ may 
use the wild card in some other 
meld or may discard it without 
penalty. However, if he decides to 
take the wild card back dnto his 
hand, his side -is penalized 100 
points. 

What happens if at the end of 
a hand it is discovered that a éa- 
nasta contains four wild cards? ‘It 
is then assumed that one of those 
wild cards is still unmelded. _More- 
over if there is any doubt whether 
the extra card should be a. joker 
or a deuce, it is assumed to be 
a joker. 


TAKEN OUT 


For example, South melds out 
and play stops.

One of those ecards is taken out of 
the canasta and counted’ as though 
it were still in North's hand. 

Perhaps it can be clearly re 
membered (and agreed upon by 
the opponents) that the joker was 
part. of the original canasta; and 
then one of the deuces is counted 
in ‘North’s hand. Otherwise the 
joker is taken out of the canagsta 
and counted in North's hand;

Shade Trees Will Add 
Value To Your Garden 


Fegan N with trees to provide shade is a comfort as well as 
a convenience during the hot summer days. When the sun gets 
too A a it’s grand to have a place to sit awhile—an outdoor living-room 
where one may sit in the coo) of a tree’s leafy shade and enjoy the 


garden display seen from that point. 


Under some trees, permanent 
seats may be placed, while under 
others, chairs and tables may be 
easily carried when needed for use 
Just because the shade trees are 
used to sit under, does not mean 
that area cannot also be made at 
tractive by having a good display 
of flowers and shrubs under them. 
Of course, the first thought should 
be given to the placement of the 
garden furniture, but plan the 
garden there, too 

When comfort and an attractive 
floral display are both desired, 
there are three simple but import 
ant practices to follow. 

1. Trim the tree's branches high 
so there is plenty of open space 
beneath for circulation of air. Keep 
the tree's branches open enough to 
admit a small amount of mottled 
sunlight if possible 

2. Choose the right kind of trees 
for the special purposes desired 
Some trees are “dirty.” 

3. By selecting the right kinds 
of flowers and shrubs, an attrac 
live and continuous floral display 
can surround the outdoor sitting 
room and beautify it. . 

If your garden already has large 
trees in it, be 
sure to. select 
the most suit 
able one under 
which to estab- 
lish the shady 
nook. If new 
trees are to be 
planted, to grow 
up into -shade 
trees, give care 
ful considera; 
tion to the ones Solly 
you select. There is a wide choice 
of clean, fast-growing shade trees 
from which to make your selection. 
Be sure to weigh all the advantages 
of the various sorts. The tree will 
be in the, garden for many, many 
years, so take plenty of time to 
consider al] the good and bad 
points of any kind that may be 
recommended to you. 

Here are some points about trees 
that may be already in your gar 
den or suggested to you for plant- 
ing. 

1, Beech—-This tree is too seldom 
used in gardens of this region. 
There are two sorts; one with 
purple leaves, the other green. 
Both are clean, hardy, attractive 
and practically trouble-free. When 
matured, the trees bear the well- 
known, flavorful, three-cornered 
beech nuts. Highly recommended, 

2. Birch—This is a very pretty 
tree for light shade. Aphis and 
honey dew niake it “dirty” to sit 
under. The open branches admit 
enough sun and air to enable plants 
to do well under it. 

3. Catalpa—When fully grown, 
this is one of the most beautiful 
and shapley of alf flowering shade 
trees. It has attractive flowers, 
edible “seed pods and huge. leaves 
which form a dense mottled shade. 
It is practically trouble free.— 
recommended 

4, Chestnut — The American 
Sweet Chestnut is a perfect um 
brella-shaped tree which grows 
rapidly to a large size. A very fine 
nut-bearing shade tree. Only. 
“dirty” when the yellow string- 
like flower clusters drop in early 
July. Its leaves all drop at once 
in the fall and jnake a good quality

5—Fruit Trees Apricot and 
apple trees are now becoming quite 
popular for small garden shade. 
Their lovely flower display in 
spring is highly desirable and at- 
tractive. Their fruit crop is, of 
course, to be considered. They are 
just as clean as many of the other 
trees that have no. attractive 
flowers or fruit 

6. Maple—Fast-growing, heavy 
reots get into drain pipes and 
choke other plant roots. It exudes 
a sticky honey dew sap in summer 
which makes sitting underneath it 
unpleasant. Tables and chairs or 
seats cannot be left underneath it. 

7. Sweet Gum — This native 
American tree is often listed as 
Liquid Amber. It is much like 
a maple, but is not “dirty” in 
summer and roots behave them- 
Selves better. It has the wonder- 
ful autumn red and gold shades 
of the Vine Maple Leaf. A highly 
satisfactory tree for shade. 

8. Walnut—A slow growing tree. 
Fine for shade and of good s ape. 
It bears nuts when about 15 years 
old. Very few plants will succeed 
underneath it. 

There are many dozen of usable 
shade trees. Consult a good nur- 
Seryman or landscape architect if 
you need help in making a selec- 
tion, Remember the soil and loca- 
tion in your garden will have a 
bearing on your final choice Highly 
Satisfactory trees in another gar- 
den might be useless in yours.

Should Check Up 
On Chimneys 


By BOB SCHARFF 


A chimney is a necéssity. with 
any fuel-burning equipment. When 
properly designed and cared for, it 
will always give good service. But 
a chimney that is defective or lined 
with soot is the greatest single 
known cause of house fires. 

No chimney should be allowed to 
go more than a year without in- 
spection and cleaning. A _ visual 
inspection of the chimney can be 
done with a flashlight from the 
top or with a flashlight and a mir 
vor at the furnace clean-out door 
in the base. If there are thick 
deposits of soot, it obviously needs 
cleaning. 

To clean the flue, stuff a burlap 
bag with excelsior and weight it 
down with two or three bricks, 
This is tied to one end of a rope 
and is lowered and raised several 
times in the flue. Be sure the bag 
is not so full that it might stick 
in the chimney, 


FIRE DANGER 

Chemicals are not recommended 
for use in cleaning chimneys or 
heating equipment. Some have 
been found to be made of common 
salt, which is ‘not effective in re 
moving soot. Others materials 
tested are oxidizing agents, which 
if applied to soot at high tempera- 
tures and in sufficient quantities 
may produce an. explosion Op, in- 
tense uncontrolied combustion. “Phe 
danger of fires from these chemical 
soot removers is great. 

Once the chimney is clean, it 
should be inspected for ijeaks 
around the furnace connections. If 
any of these are found, they should 
be cemented up .with one part of 
sand to one part of cement. 

To test the chimney for any pos- 
sible leaks, start a fire in the stove, 
furnace or fireplace and when it is 
burning briskly, throw on some 
material that will cause smoke, 
When the smoke from this appears, 
the top of the chimney should be 
covered with a board or piece of 
wet carpet. The smoke in the 
flue will then seek another exit 
and will disclose any leaks that may 
be in the masonry

SAN FRANCISCO—Dr. Choh Hae 

Li, the only man who success- 
fully isolated five wonder working 
hormones, has no apologies for the 
somewhat dingy laboratory in which 
he works 

The University of California 
wanted to provide a fancy setup 
in keeping with his scientific emi- 
nence, but the 38-year-old genius 
of biochemistry declined with 
thanks 

“I've had so much luck here he 
explained, “that it would be silly 
to take a chance and move 

To reach Dr. Li's laboratory im 
he basement of a university build 
ing, you've got to duck under the 
pipes of a boiler room Every so 
olten top executives of giant cor 
porations do just that. The most 
recent emissary offered Dr La 
$100,000 a year if he would transter 
us research projects to the com 
pany s payrou 

“I appreciate the value of mioney 
and the comforts it could buy for 
my family, but I couldn't accept 
the job,” the youthful looking dis 
coverer of ACTH explained. “The 
company would want to patent my 
discoveries and make money out 
of them. And they'd be justified in 
doing so if I were working for 
them 

“But I feel that my findings 
Should belong to the entire public 
to benefit all mankind as much as 
possible. Besides, I can get along 
on my university salary —modest 
as it is.” 

The university credits him “with 
being the first man to isolate tlie 
adrenocorticotripic hormone bet 
ter known as ACTH--seven years 
ago. ACTH opened new evenues for 
the treatment of arthritis, rheu 
matic fever, hay fever, asthma, al 
lergies, eczema and nephritis. It is 
being used in research seeking the 
cause and cure of alcoholism and 
some forms of mental illness 

Accomplishments of ACTH have 
received so much acclaim that its 
Cantonese-born discoverer is dis 
tressed by the fanfare. His theor y 
is that human welfare would be 
better served by an all-out research 
oftensive to determine why the hor- 
mone relieves pain and suffering 
than by experiments with its im 
mediate utilization 

However, Dr. Li is co-operating 
closely with scores of researchers 
throughout the world who are ex 
perimenting with practical appli 
cations of the hormones he isolated 
at California; where he began as a 
graduate student in 1935 

Six years ago, he produced in 
his laboratory the growth hormone, 
which may have eventual applica 
tion to human growth problems 
He isolated ISCH, a hormone with- 
out which reproduction is impos 
sible, and which may some day 
solve the problem of childless 
couples He discovered the lacto 
genic hormone, which makes it pos- 
sible for women to nurse their 
babies, and was the first biochem 
ist to isolate FSH, a hormone that 
controls fertility. 

The scientist's three chiidren-- 
a 10-year-old son, We-hi, and two 
daughters, Ann-Si, five, and I-Fan 
two--are unimpressed by their 
father’s accomplishments. 

“You don’t know much,” they in 
form him tartly when he stumbles 
over a particularly complex “why 
daddy?” 

Dr. Li agrees that he doesn’t 
know much about the astounding 
chemical magic of hormones, al 
though he has devoted his life to 
their study.

ROYAL GRANT 

Jan. 13 was an important date 
mn 1849 for it| was on that day a 
Royal Grant was made, giving title 
to all land in the Colony of Van- 
couver Island to the Hudson's Bay 
Company 

The deal was intended “to promote 
olonization. It was agreed that the 
Hudson's Bay Company. would pay 
rent for the island at the rate of 
seven shillings a year, payable at 
the beginning of January 

The Crown made sure, however 
that it would be able to get back 
the land at a later date if it wanted 

In 1857 a select committee of 
the British House of Commons was 
appointed to consider reclaiming 
Vancouver Island for the Crown. As 
a result of the committee's report, 
notice was served the company on 
Tan, 20, 1858, that the Crown would 
take back the island on May 30. 
1859. 

The actual surrender, however 
was not completed until April 3 
1867, owing to great difficulty ex- 
perienced in clarifying accounts and 
land titles 

The Beacon Hill area was re 
served as a park during the period 
swhen negotiations for repossession 
of the island were in progress. The 

*r was made by James Douglas. 
The point as|' to whether he gave 
the order as chief factor of the 
Hudson's Bay Company or as gov 
ercnor of the colony has been ques-

Governor Douglas reserved the 
park mainly because he liked to 
go there himself.

Higher officials of the Hudson's 
3ay Company in England said the 
Crown couldn't take the land for 
a park. They said the company had 
clear title to 3,084 acres at the 
southern tip of the island, which 
included the park and the tewnsite 
of Victoria, and although the Crown 
might take all the rest of the island 
back, it could not have that 

The company officers were able 
to produce a document signed be 
for the Royal Grant of 1849, show- 
ing they had a case 

It was further found that, be 
cause they regarded the 3,084 acres 
as private property, H.C.B. officials 
had begun as early as 1858 to sell 
lots in that area without reference 
to the colonial government 

It was discovered portions of 
the public park reserve had been 
sold to private citizens 

One such citizen was John Mor- 
ris who, when he found there was 
some question as to his right to 
own land in the reserve section, de- 
cided to protect his investment to 
some extent by building a fence 
around it 

Governor Douglas, who appar- 
ently had been unaware of the 
situation up until this time, wrote 
the Colonial Office, laying down 
encroachments by the company on 
the park reserve 

The Colonial Offiee, thrown in 
a dither by all this, decided to 
refer the whole question of the 
title of the 3,084 acres to the Privy 
Council 

In an attempt to bring about an 
earHer settlement, however, it was 
subsequently decided to have a 
board of arbitration rule on the 
matter 

T. W. C, Murdoch and W. Wal- 
cott were named by the Crown to 
sit on the board and A. G. Dallas 
and J. Maynard were selected by 
the company 

Their decision was brought down 
Feb. 3, 1862. Their ruling was that 
all prior sales of land within the 
disputed area should be validated 
and that the company should /re- 
tain most of the remaining land, 
excepting all the park reserve that 
hadn't been sold, the churchyard, 
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the burial ground and the school 
yard 

The Ceewn, under these terms 
was to receive about 200 acres in 


all 


But the matter wasn't settled that 
easily. While the terms of settle 
ment were agreeable to both par 
ties, great difficulty was experi- 
enced in preparing the necessary 
documents to effect the solution. 

The main trouble resulted from 
different maps. The Crown colony 
produced a map which had been 
accepted as official in 1858. The 
Hudson's Bay Company put forth 
a map of its own, which it main- 
tained was more accurate than that 
used by the Crown 

The necessary conveyance was 
not finalized until May of 1864. 

During the whole of this “time, 
from 1858 to 1864, administration 
of the park was under the control 
of the colonial government. Victoria 
had been incorporated in 1862 but 
had not changed things since the 
park was left outside the town 
limits f 

But then in 1867, the incofpor 
ation act was changed to put 
Beacon Hill Park within the con- 
fines of Victoria, although no 
power was set for the town council 
to pabs by-laws in relation to it 
NOTHING DONE 

After two years had. gone by 
thé park issue came up in the 
Legislature. Members wanted to 
know what was being done to 
develop the park. The answer was, 
nothing 

The house was divided on what 
should be done. Dr. J. S. Helmcken, 
speaker of the Legislature, sup- 
ported by M. W. T. Drake, both 
representing Victoria City, argued 
Victoria should be given a deed 

of trust to administer the park. 

They met strong opposition from 
Joseph Trutch, chief commissioner 
of lands and works, and Robert 
W. W. Carrall, member for the 
Cariboo. 

“Nothing could be clearer that 
the incompetency of the municipal 
council as might be seen from the 
condition of the streets,” the Cari- 
boo member declared in a speech 
against the Helmcken proposal

was lost. The Legislature, in fact, 
withdrew the park from the town 
limits and jurisdiction over the 
park reverted to the colony's de 
partment of lands and works. 

That's the way things stayed 
until B.C.’s first park legislation 
was introduced by the second pro 
vincial assembly seven years later, 
The legislation was called “An 
Act for the Management of Public 
Parks, 1876.” 

Under this act, administration of 
Beacon Hill’ Park was taken away 
from the government department 
and placed in the hands of two 
trustees, 

FIRST TO VE 

The first trustees of the park 
were Senator W. J. Macdonald and 
J. W. Douglas, son of James. The 
two were appointed in 1877 and 
served until 1879, when the Legis- 
lature changed its attitude toward 
Victoria and made the city trustee 
of the park 

In 1881, the Legislature went a 
step further by amending its orig 
inal public parks act, enabling the 
lieutenant-governor to grant public 
parks to municipal corporations. 
At the same time, -the Legislature 
empowered the corporations to 
make by-laws for administration 
of public parks and to form parks 
committees. 

It was under terms of. this 
amended act that the City of Vic 
toria, by an order-in-council was 
granted Beacon Hill Park in trust 
on Feb, 21, 1882. s 

It was under this same amend- 
ment that the council saw its way 
to introduce a special by-law regu. 
lating the use of Beacon Hill Park, 
The law specified that people could 
not graze their cattle there; could 
not play games of chance there; 
could not discharge firearms there; 
and could not use the grass for 
cleaning their carpets 

The amended park act did settle 
once and. for all the question of 
jurisdiction, but as this probiem 
was solved a new kind of trouble 
developed

One No. 2% can sauerkraut, 2 
tablespoons butter or bacon drip- 
pings, 2 tablespoons caraway seeds, 
salt, freshly ground pepper, 3. red 
cooking apples, 2 tablespoons butter 
or bacon drippings. 

In a saucepan, combine sauer 
kraut and butter or drippings; 
simmer 30 minutes. Season with 
caraway seeds, salt and pepper. 
Wash, core and .slice unpeeled 
apples in *2-Inch slices. 

In a heavy skillet, heat butter 
or drippings; saute apple rings. 
until tender, but be careful not to 
break Mould cooked sauerkraut 
in centre of platter and surround 
with apple rings. Serve piping hot.

BIOGRAPHY 

The growing vogue for the works 
of F.,Scott Fitzgerald, spurred by 
Budd Schulberg’s novel The Disen- 
ehanted, has ben given further 
impetus by a bdiography of Fitz- 
gerald, The Far Side of Paradise, 
by Arthur Mizener (Houghton 
Mifflin). Mizener did research into 
the copious records left by Fitz- 
gerald and has produced a sympa- 
thetic and highly readable story 
of the brilliant writer who became- 
unwittingly, the spokesman for 
American youth in the 1920's. Am- 
bitious for monetary, literary and 
social success, Fitzgerald was 
hounded by weaknesses that ham~ 
pered him and made his life story 
more full of misery than triumph. 
Pursuit of frivolous pleasure, al- 
coholism and dissipation of his 
ofce large earnings coupled with 
the mental sickness of his wife 
took their toll and Fitzgerald died 
at 44 in 1940 while at work on 
The Last Tycoon, an unfinished 
novel of great promise. Mizener’s 
biography is an important addition 
to the unfolding story of the au- 
thor of The Great Gatsby, Tender 
Is the Night and many superb 
short stories .

Wells Biography Brilliant 
But Much Yet To Be Told 


H. G.° Wells—Prophet of Our Day. 
John Day Company. 338 pp. $5.00.

HE FIRST THING to be said about the first posthumous biography 
gf that remarkable man H. G. Wells is that it should not have 


been written—yet. 

Brilliantly as it is written and 
deeply as it penetrates the sub- 
ject’s character and mind, Miss 
Valentin’s book comes at a time 
when the effect of what Wells had 
to say, like many of his prophecies, 
is still to come. “The whole story 
with \its ramifications and implica- 
tions simply cannot be told. 

Nor. could any contemporary 
biogsapher fully explore the man’s 
personal life while those who had 
the greatest influence on him are 
still- }iving. 

Nevertheless, H. G. Wells—Pro- 
phet of Ow Day is still a brilliant 
book by one of the finest biogra- 
phers of our day as her lives of 
Heine and Leonardo da Vinci so 
eloquently testify. 


FREELY EXPLORED 

There were no shackles of nice 
regard on her exploration of Wells’ 
almost incredible gift for prophecy, 
his fiery spirit of revolt that found 
the Fablanism of Shaw too pedes- 
trian, his deep social consciousness 
and his profound faith in mankind 

a faith that wavered only in his 
last ‘days, virtually on his death- 
bed. 

One thing Miss Valentin has 
done is to explode Wells’ own eval- 
uation of himself—he said once that 
if brains could be put on show 
like cats\.pr dogs, his would not 
take even a third prize.

months ahead, not only for the 
purpose of entertainment but for 
the exploration of definite paths 
in music, for the encouragement 
of ensemble performance and the 
development of the best of the 
city’s considerable talent. 

With only two months left of 
the society’s current season, the 
crowning event will take place on 
Wednesday next. The recital on this 
eccasion will revolve around con- 
temporary British composers; it 
will be in the nature of a chamber 
concert with Nora Jones Jeffries 
and Peggy Walton Packard as con- 
tralto and soprano soloists. 

Clifford Evens, concert master of 
the Victoria Symphony Orchestra, 
with Charles Palmer, will perform 
Edmund Rubbra’s 2nd Sonata for 
violin and piano. An Arnold Bax 
Sonatina for ‘cello and piano will 
be played by Mary Hammond and 
Una Calvert and the latter two, 
with Clifford Evens, will perform 
an Armstrong Gibbs trio 


On various occasions it has been 
suggested there should be some 
sort of clearing-house for concert 
dates for Victoria. At one time, 
some attempt was made along 
those lines with little success 

Actually, however, it would not 
be necessary if organizations would 
give a little more thought and time 
to checking proposed dates before 
making a decision 

There are times, of course, when 
some clashing is unavoidable, but 
such an overlapping as occurred 
early this month when three local 
groups $taged performances on 
the same nights,as Victoria Sym- 
phony and Famous Artists concerts 
seems unnecessary 

The Victoria Symphony Society 
sets its dates firmly for the entire 
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season in the early fall and while 
Famous Artists are not free agents 
in the matter of dates, being tied 
to touring itineraries, an engage 
ment is usually fixed at least two 
or three weeks ahead. An inquiry 
at the box office would almost al 
ways settle the question. 

These clashes must be disheart 
ening for everybody especially 
the press which cahnot be in more 
than one-and-a-half places at a 
time! Certainly they endanger the 
financial health of one or more of 
the organizations involved 

Some curiosity was evidently 
roused at the Rise Stevens concert, 
by patrons who found on their 
programs, the familiar words 
“Knowest thou the land” but with 
music by the 19th century Aus- 
trian lieder composer, Hugo Wolf.

Theres is little coincidence 
in the fact as Goethe was one of 
the greatest sources of inspiration 
to all Germanic song writers

Detect Disorders 


Dr. Peter E. Kellaway, a 32-year- 
old Baylor Medical School scien 
tist, is conducting an experiment 
in Texas which may result in pre 
venting twisted bodies and repair- 
ing the tortured lives of persons 
whose brains wers damaged at 
birth 

Kellaway is doing research into 
the brain waves of babies with a 
wave-recording machine 

The machine, the doctor said, 
picks up the baby’s brain cell 
waves and records them in wavy 
lines. The lines tell the doctor 
many things, 

“Most brain damage of the kind 
that result in convulsive disorders 
begin before the child is three years 
old,” Dr. Kellaway said. “When 
we can diagnose the trouble dur- 
ing infancy, many times the dam 
age can be repaired by surgery.”

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What Creates Best 
Seller Still Myster

OT long ago a Superior Court judge of California granted a 

divorce to a woman whose husband would not allow her to read 
enough to “keep up with the current best sellers.” There are other 
signs that the reading of new books is becoming an accepted part of 
normal life, and it was estimated at the end of the war that about 
one-third of the population of the United States, who were over 15 
years old, read at least one book a month. 


They were using as many dollars 
for books alone as they had spent

“In their 
time,” writes James Hart in The 
Popular Book (one of the most 
unusual American literary histories, 
which has just. been published by 
Oxford University Press), “many 
men have considered the question 
of what makes one book sel] more 
than another and none have found 
a definite answer.

reconciled himself to this quan- 
dary by writing: 

“*There are some things which it 
is madness not to try to know but 
which it is almost as much madness 
to try to know. Sometimes publish- 
ers, hoping to buy the Holy Ghost 
with a price, fee a man to read for 
them and advise them. This is but 
as the vain tossing of insomnia. 
God will not have any human being 
know «what will sell.’ 

“Robert Southey, who wrote thou- 
sands of pages of prose and verse, 
of which today only his story of 
the ‘Three Little Bears’ is remem- 
bered, and remembered without 
attribution to its author, also pon 
dered the problem, with this sum 
mary 

“"The Public and ‘Transubstantia- 
tion I hold to be the two greatest 
mysteries in or out of nature’.” 

To read entirely, or “jista’ dip 
inta,” The. Popular Book is a fas- 
cinting volume. (It is worth men- 
tioning that it is not a mere com- 
pilation of best seller lists “The 
popularity of the anthology,” writes 
Dr. Hart, “was in part attributable 
to Alexander Woollicott, whose 
Woollcott Reader issued in 1935 
Sold to 105,000 people who admired 
his taste and expected his bitter- 
Sweet personality to be adumbrated 
in the prose and poetry he selected.” 
When publishers saw the idea 
accepted, they followed and there 
was an anthology for every taste; 
Treasury of the World's Great Let- 
ters, Stories for Sportsmen, or the 
Bedside Book of Best Love Stories.

‘anthology’ degenerated in exactly 
the same way as the word ‘hostess.’

Troublesome Dandruff 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 
“I am troubled with excessive 
dandruff and itching scalp, little 
bumps come from scratching. 
I wear my hair short and sham- 
poo it once a week. My hair is 
thick but I'm wondering if this 
condition won't thin it. Is dand- 
ruff transmittable?” .This note 
from H. J. H. is typical of the 
difficulty caused by dandruff, 
one of the most common aail- 
ments of present-day society. 
Yes, unfortunately, if the 
dandruff continues it probably 
will cause the hair to get thin- 
ner. Yes to the second question 
also. Dandruff is probably 
picked up from combs or hair 
brushes” which have -come-—in 
contact with a scalp troubled 
with it. This has lead to the 
belief that the cause is some in- 
fection, but so far it has not

There is so much dandruff that 
it is almost impossible to avoid 
it. Nearly everyone has at one 
time or another developed dand- 
ruff, and once established it is 
difficult to get rid of entirely. 
You think it is gone and then if 
some illness develops or you get 
overtired there it is back again 
worse than before. 


Care in avoiding the use of 
combs and brushes used by 
others is about all that can be 
done to try to prevent dandruff. 
So far as treatment is concerned 
there are many things which 
can_be done. 


The general health should be 
kept up. Iron is advisable 
there is anemia; cod liver oil 
or other vitamin-containing 
foods may help. Fresh air and 
exercise, tonics, nutritious foods 
and anything else which contri- 
butes to the genera] well-being 
may not cure dandruff but often 
help keep it under control. 


Then there is local treatment 
of-the scalp itself. The aim is 
to keep the scalp free of the 
small greasy scales which clog 
up the skin. These can be re- 
moved by shampooing, but it is 
often helpful to soak them| first 
with some oily preparation 
which softens the scales and 
makes them easier to remove. 
Sometimes a good deal of hair 
comes out with the shampoo. 


The washing is often followed | 


by the use of lotions or oint- 
ments containing stimulating 
chemicals (it is best not to men- 
tion any of these by name_be- 
cause some people are segsitive 
to some of them) / 
Treatment of the scalp for 
dandruff usually has to be kept 
up for months: at a time or it 
will come back. Too, there are 
some other skin diseases such 
as seborrheic dermatitis and
